J. W. M a n d e v il l e , the irrepressi­ 
ble old Democratic war horse will ask 
the Democratic State Convention to 
nominate him for Controller. 


I t Is bad for the leaders of the Inde­ 
pendent party that the rank and file 
of that organization are somewhat 
outspoken in their determination to 
obey no party dictatiou nor vote for 
the nominees of any convention sim­ 
ply because they are nominees of that 
convention. If the Independent lead­ 
ers cannot quell this insubordination 
In the ranks, we fear open rebellion 
will follow and the Independent party 
be reduced to the small squad of office 
seekers who caunot secure nomina­ 
tions in either the Democratic or Re­ 
publican Convention. 


T h e Southern Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany will push the road as far as possi­ 
ble toward the Colorado river this 
season. If the same euergy in rail­ 
road building was manifested on the 
other side that our company is putting 
forth on this, but little tiuie would 
elapse before the Southern overland 
road would be a reality. 
Messrs. 
C r o c k e r and C o lto n are devoting 
their entire attention to the Southern 
Pacific, and as fast as the iron can be 
obtained, it will be used in extending 
the track Eastward. 
Both of these 
gentlemen will be here in a day or 
two on business connected with push­ 
ing forward the road.

to n made no record in Congress and 
if he runs again, P i p e r will beat him 
badly. 


T h e summary action of the Council 
in discharging policemen does not 
meet the approval of many of our citi­ 
zens. The police are responsible to 
the Council for their acts, but it seems 
unjust to discharge a man without an 
investigation of the charges on which 
the complaint is based. The duties of 
a policeman are peculiar and the ob­ 
jections to what he does or what he 
does not may uot afford grounds for 
his discharge. Our Council does not 
combine all the wisdom of the city, as 
is shown by its habit of doing things 
at one meeting and undoing them a t 
the next. This we presume will be 
the case so long as talk is substituted 
for thought and brains. 
We respect­ 
fully suggest to our Councilmen th at 
every man has a right to be heard, and 
in the case of policemen, charges 
against them should be investigated 
before they are dismissed from the 
force. 


Dry Seasons. 


It is not the fault of several San 
Francisco journals that new comers 
into this State are not impressed with 
the idea that Southern California, and 
particularly Los Angeles valley, is so 
drouth infected that little short of a 
second edition of N o a h ’s flood will 
secure even a partial crop. 
That this 
is not true, all here know, and all who 
come here will find it out. 
W hen 
crops fail in Los Augeles valley, there 
will be no harvest in other portions of 
the State. 
We have before us a let­ 
ter dated April 4th, written in Colusa 
county—one of the best grain growing 
sections iu the Sacramento valley—in 
which it is stated that everything is 
suffering from drouth, and that no 
m atter how* much rain m ight fall af­ 
ter that time, not more tiian half a 
crop would be raised. As no consid­ 
erable quantity has fallen since that 
date, it is presumable that even less 
than half a crop will be harvested in 
Colusa county. From our exchanges 
we learn that on the West side of the 
lower Sau Joaquin valley the crop is 
a total failure, while In other sections 
the yield will be light. Iu no part of 
that broad valley will the farmers 
harvest a fair crop. This is also true 
of the Sacramento valley and other 
portions of the State. Now, let us see 
how it is in Los Angeles valley. 
R e­ 
ports from different parts of the coun­ 
ty are to the effect that while the crop 
is generally light, it is In no sections 
a failure. 
Where the soil was well 
prepared and seeded early, the grain 
looks fine and, without 
exception, 
will yield a fair crop. 
There is no 
truth in the statement of our cotem ­ 
poraries that Los Angeles valley is 
more subject to, or effected by drouth, 
than any other portions of the State. 


The Reason of It. 


When we come to think of it, we 
are not astonished that the Sau Fran­ 
cisco papers, or at least thv>se of them 
that existed a few years ago, should 
look with some degree of suspicion on 
land colony schemes aud other propo­ 
sitions for dividing large grants into 
small farms. 
These papers have as­ 
sisted in carrying out some of the 
most atrocious land swindles ever per­ 
petrated 
upon uninformed 
im m i­ 
grants. 
A few years ago land was 
sold by agents on Montgomery street, 


which elaborate maps showed to lay 
in the most fertile portions of the San 
Joaquin 
valley, and 
which 
those 
agents represented to be the best of 
farming land, though they well knew 
there was not sufficient soil on a quar­ 
ter section of it to sprout a black-eyed 
pea. 
People who 
were confiding 
enough to believe what those San 
Francisco newspapers were paid to 
say and foolish enough to accept map 
representation and agent asservation 
for fact, parted with their money for 
an alkali flat. 
Not a great while ago 
we crossed the San Joaquin valley 
from the San Luis ranch to Visalia by 
stage. At Hawthorn Station a couple 
of gentlemen, just from the East, 
alighted and said they had reached 
the end of their journey, as they hail 
purchased, while in San Francisco, a 
half section of land, lying two miles 
Northeast of the station, on which 
they intended to make their homes. 
The hostler of the station—the only 
man living within ten miles of the 
place—pointed over a white plain ex­ 
tending for milesaud said the "farms” 
lay out there.. We shall never forget 
the expression of astonishment vVhich 
passed 
over 
the 
faces of 
those 
two men. 
They saw at a glance 
that they had been swindled. 
We 
questioned them and learned th at on 
map, agent and newspaper representa­ 
tion they had beeii induced to pay five 
hundred dollars each for a quarter sec­ 
tion of land which they read aud were 
told was as geod farming laud as could 
be found in the State. By the next 
stage those deceived aud swindled 
gentlemen returned to San Francisco, 
from whence they probably returned 
to their homes in the East. Thousands 
of robberies similar to this have been 
perpetrated iu San Francisco, and the 
journals of that city have lent, or 
rather sold, their assistance to carry 
them out. 
W hat wonder that jour­ 
nals that have been engaged in and 
doubtless are still engaged in such ne­ 
farious schemes should denounce all 
laud sales without distinction as frauds 
and swindles. They forget, however, 
that down here no man is asked to buy 
land "unsight and unseen.” 
They 
overlook the important fact that in 
Los Angeles valley the sales take 
place on the premises, where purchas­ 
ers examine before they purchase.

W e have received a letter from a 
resident of the polar region known as 
the State of Minnesota, which, though 
it raises p in e lumber, wheat and ice, is 
not fit for civilized man to inhabit, 
being too eoid in W inter and too hot 
in Summer. 
The letter speaks for 
itself: 
E d it o r H e r a l d : I notice that a 
ort ion of a letter written to Mrs. B. F. 
athews of San Bernardino, by her 
uncle, giving an account of the cold iu 
Minnesota, is going the rounds of the 
papers. Well, sir, Robin Railroad did 
write that letter and it was truthful, 
only did not tell all of it. 
Last Win­ 
ter was a cold Winter. It is cold yet. 
The wind from the North and snow 
falling to-day. We were going down 
street yesterday, and saw men taking 
up a pipe that was frozen so hard that 
it bursted last W inter, and it was down 
eight feet deep. On the 6th of this 
month the Surveyor-General of logs 
for this district, who has been blasting 
the ice, told us that in places in the 
Mississippi river where the current was 
not very strong the Ice was five feet 
thick. For fear the ice m ight do dam­ 
age to the mill property, his hands 
took whip-saws and cut two lines 
about two miles long and about thirty 
feet apart, and then commenced at the 
lower end aud blasted into splinters 
and chips with dynamite twenty or 
twenty-five feet at a time of the ice 
lying between those lines, and so let it 
float out and down the river by littles; 
and yet, with all this care, when the 
ice broke up it went out with a crash, 
doing a good deal of damage, and but 
for this precaution would, in all prob­ 
ability, nave taken out some of our 
bridges with it. As it is, the bridges 
eucaped witli a thousand or so dollars 
dam&ge and about the same amouut 
of damages to m ill-dam s. Not so 
m any people died by freezing this 
W inter as in others, for the reason 
th at this last has been less stormy than 
others. But it has been real frosty 
and no discount as to length. Qld peo­ 
ple who have passed the meridian of 
li/e have suffered terribly. For most 
folks, especially those who are full of 
life and vigor, there is no place North 
of Mason and Dixon’s line ahead of 
Minneapolis as regards good health, 
but old people lacking in vitality had 
better find a warm climate. Being 
one of the number hurt pretty badly 
by the cold of last Winter, Sallie and 
ive sat down one evening and talked 
the m atter over very deliberately, and 
we came to the conclusion that if we 
had the California fever we had it bad, 
and that is what ails us. 
In what part of California we shall 
drop our anchor and furl our sail, is 
more than we can tell just yet. 
We 
thought the H e r a l d m ight help us to 
decide this m atter; so you may send 
it to us at this place until we.locate 
and build our shanty, then we will tell 
you where to send it. 
We are favor­ 
ably impressed with w hat our friends 
tell us of Los Angeles and San Ber­ 
nardino, but not being particularly 
burdened with this world’s goods, we 
wish to put what little we have where 
it will do the most good. 
We were 
talking with an attorney (our City 
Attorney), a Mr. A. N. Merrick, for­ 
merly a eitizen of your place, said he, 
"you will not like Los Angeles,. The 
water is not good to drink and they 
have no ice too cool it with.” A lum­ 
berman who has been iu the mines 
says, "you wont like Southern Cali­ 
fornia, it is the dryest place you ever 
saw, and the dust is sixteen feet deep.” 
Said I, "th at souuds Mark Twainisb. 
I dont take much stock in dust sixteen 
feet deep.” 
"W ell,” said he, "its the 
(lustiest country under the sun. 
It 
p its into your eyes, mouth and nose, 
it gets into your hair aud onto your 
clothes. 
It gets onto your flowers and 
into your house, o l your bed and all 
over any thing in the house and out 
of the house.” Of course we take such 
stuff with an ample allowance of salt 
with which to season it. But really 
does the wind blow the dust and sand 
about ones ea/s and eyes in such a 


way as to give one the right to lay it 
is the dustiest country you ever saw? 
Is the water bad? 
Mr. Editor, have the kindness to 
pronounce for our benefit the follow­ 
ing words: 
Los Angeles, Los Nietos, 
San Diego, San Bernardino, San Joa­ 
quin, 
Yosemite, Tejon, Tehacahpe, 
Cienega, Ranchos and Rancho, just 
as you pronounce them in talking to 
each other.

Minneapolis, Minn., April 15, ’75, 
In answer to the inquiries above wo 
will say, first, that the water is good 
and we have plenty of ice for sale, 
Mr. Merrick to the contrary notwith­ 
standing. 
So good is the water, in ­ 
deed, that we have nearly four hun­ 
dred Good Templars in the city. Some 
men leave town aud complain of our 
pure mountain water, but generally 
they didn’t take itstraight, but mixed 
it with whisky, which spoiled both 
ingredients. 
The ground is not half 
so dry as the throats of these chaps 
who complain of the water, which 
flows in generous streams on every 
street and blesses every household. 
A» to the dust, we have our proportion; 
but it don’t iucrust a man, unless he 
has such dislike of water that be don’t 
wash. 
Tne words you note are pro- 
nonuuced as follows: 1st. In the Span­ 
ish, from which these names were 
takes, g has the sound of h aspirate— 
Los Angeles, properly Los An/teles,

We hope our Eastern friends 
will uot believe such bosh about water 
and dust. Men afraid of water and a 
little dust are not invited, but active 
men, to make this water and dust 
produce oranges, lemons, wheat, corn 
aud flowers. Such are welcome.

Shades of corruption! how low we 
are sunk in pauperism when we swear 
to a falsehood fora few old forage caps

insect-infected, 
second-hand 
blouses!

The Seneca Courier mentions this 
experiment: 
Hon. S. P. Conrod recently froze a 
lot of grasshoppers and afterward put 
them in doors to see if they would re­ 
vive. They revived with little trouble 
and a box of cabbage plants being put 
at their disposal, they proceeded to 
business as natural as life. 
The newspapers generally have had 
an overdose of relief.

rysville News: 
No wonder our best citizens are 
leaving the county. 
They wish to 
leave while their children are uncon­ 
tam inated with the spirit of pauper­ 
ism.

LETTER FROM AGENT McLELLAN. 


E d i t o r H e r a l d . —In view of the 
fact that An official investigation up­ 
on the Ventura disaster is soon to be 
had by the San Francisco Board of 
Underwriters and the U. S. Inspector 
of Hulls, do you not think it would be 
more nearly just for you to refrain 
for the present from prejudicing pub­ 
lic opinion against the officers aud 
owners of that ship, particularly as 
the worst reports as to conduct, etc., 
are clearly incorrect and exceedingly 
unjust. 
It is complained that at the time of 
the disaster the Captain was not where 
it was his duty to be, on the ‘look out,’ 
that he was in his stateroom, that he 
was giving his attention to ladies, aud 
that he was drunk etc., etc. 
In the first place It is not the Cap­ 
tains duty to be on the “lookout,” 
that is the duty of others, and all the 
evidence that we have on that point 
shows that the “look out” was atten­ 
tive to his duty, and saw the danger 
as soon as it was discernible. The 
man on the “ look out” must devote 
his entire attention to that business, 
consequently the “look out” 
and 
the 
the 
Captain 
must 
be 
two 
different 
individuals, 
for 
the 
Captain’s duty is 
general in 
its 
character. No one of veracity will say 
that he had given none of his atten­ 
tion to that detail of the service since 
the ship left port, or that he had been 
iu his room all the time, or that he 
had given his whole attention to his 
passengers. If a Captain has no right 
in his room, why is one built for him? 
And as to his giving his attention to 
passengers, our most popular Com­ 
mander receives merited and dally 
praise for so doing, and as it would be 
clearly impossible for him to be atten­ 
tive to all at the same time, he was 
certainly excusable in taking them 
in instalments. 
Will any one say 
that it was not perfectly proper, and 
not at all inconsistent with his duty, 
for the Captain to have been in his 
room at five minutes past eight o’clock 
on the evening of the 20th inst., (or a 
few 
minutes before the 
Ventura 
struck), or at any other particular mo­ 
ment since the ship left the “Heads.” 
ATTENTION TO LADIES AND DRUNK. 
Ladies do not receive the attention 
of drunken men, neither can any hulf 
dozen men outside an insane asylum 
be found who, owning a ship which 
cost them over $175,000, would place 
her under the command of a drunk­ 
ard. 
It is stated that the moon was up 
and the fog was tbin and open in 
rifts. That may all be true, and still 
it may have been impossible to see a 
ship’s • length ahead. 
Thinness of 
fog overhead und rifts in it may be of 
service to the mariner going that 
way, and yet of no particular benefit 
to a steamer steering for Southern 
coast ports. 
From one of the passengers who was 
on deck and forward a moment before 
the steamer struck, I learn that, to use 
his own words,“there was hardly any­ 
body on deck,” and it would have been 
an exceptional case had there been at 
that hour, the first evening out of port 
and au unpleasant evening, too. Yet, 
“one hundred and thirteeu of the one 
hundred 
and sixteen passengers,” 
(sea-sick ones included) offer their tes­ 
timony as to the exaot state of the 
fog, etc,, at the moment of the disaster 
and just before it. 
That the management after the dis­ 
aster, and as long as the passengers 
were aboard was good, is proven by 
the fact that all were safely landed, 
although, after the departure of the 
first two boats, but two were left 
available for the remaining passen­ 
gers. Of the management after the 
passengers left the ship, the passen­ 
gers are not very good judges; and as 
to the Captain’s curt replies to sugges­ 
tions from passengers at that time, 
any Captain who would act upon a 
E 
assenger’s suggestion would prove 
imself unworthy a command; and 
any passenger who would volunteer 
suggestions at such a time, would be 
lacking in good sense, aud m ight nec­ 
essarily expect a curt reply from any­ 
body less than a saint, and saints are 
not in the sea-faring, or any other, 
business now-a-days. 
It is a mistake that two of the boats 
were “taken by the crew.” They were 
filled with passengers, and only crew 
enough to mau them. 
So I am told 
by passengers who were in these boats, 
and that these boat’s-crews and pas­ 
sengers would spend an entire night at 
sea unless their safety seemed to de­ 
mand it, is very unreasonable. 
The 
fact is they were not able to find a safe 
landing until morning (I refer partic­ 
ularly to one of the boats; do not know 
exactly how it was with the other) and 
that was seven miles from the wreck; 
and, althqugh the sea was “ almost 
calm,” as has been said, they bad to 
bail continually to keep the boat afloat 
on account oí the seas that broke over 
her. 
The truth will be known as soon as 
the official investigation is had; that 
will be as soon as it is possible, and I 
respectfully ask a suspension of judg­ 
ment till the facts are furnished to 
base a correct judgm ent upon.
